W ashington, May IX—(HJO- An in­ 
creasingly optimistic view of the wheat 
situation is being taken by the federal 
farm board, despite the enormous »ur- 
pluses which have been piled up here 
and abroad. 
World development* have created ' 
the prospect of a greater demand tor 
American wheat, and while there is no 
Indication of an immediate betterment ( 
in prices, the attitude of the farm ! 
board is that the situation will gradu- I 
ally improve. 
Chairm an Jam es C. Stone said at 
bis regular press conference yesterday 
that he expected the entire 36,000,000, 
bushels of wheat set aside by the board | 
for export to be disposed of by July. J 
Practically all of the wheat stored at { 
Atlantic and Gulf ports has been sold j 
at prices above the world level, a n d 1 
sales to the Orient are being made} 
daily from the wheat stored in tho I 
Pacific northwest. 
Depletion of the 35,000,000 bushels 
probably would result in allotm ent of 
another quantity for export, although 
the board has not determined Its fu­ 
ture policy In this regard. 
The board is receiving numerous 
suggestions for disposal of American 
surpluses, In view of the bumper crops 
expected this year. 
Of the many proposal* submitted, 
the board has studied two carefully, 
but it was understood today that both 
had been rejected. 
One of the suggestions 
was 
that 
growers be placed under contract to 
hold 30 per cent of their w heat off the 
m arket 
It was not believed 
this 
would be effective, because of the diffi­ 
culty of signing up the necessary 8ft 
per cent of the growers. 
Another proposal that m et opposi­ 
tion both at the W hite House and at 
the farm board was to set aside a 
quarter of the wheat crop for export 
at w hatever price it would bring. This 
would have the effect of unsettling the 
m arket and would be contrary to the 
board's announced policy of procedure 
In disposing of surplus stocks.

EINSTEIN SUBMITS

Berlin, May 12.—(UFO—Prof. Albert 
Einstein, originator of the theory of 
relativity, subm itted to the Prussian 
academy today a new paper, consid­ 
ered to be the first result of his re­ 
cent visit to the United States. 
Basing his work on compilations by 
the Russian scientist, Friedm an, Ein­ 
stein has developed a theory that ob­ 
servations made at the Mount Wilson 
observatory by Edwin P. Hubble on 
the anagalactical nebulae—nebulae in 
space beyond the milky way can be 
explained 
by 
the 
relativity 
theory 
without resorting to the so-called “cos­ 
mological link." 
The paper asserts 
that

theory ha* been developed 
into

method which soon will enable 
as­ 
tronom ers to decide its applicability 
in the present instance.

Mobs, fired by anti-monarchial and 
anti-religious enthusiasm, renewed at­ 
tacks and set fire to churches, con­ 
vents and other Catholic institutions 
through Spain today. 
Priests, m onks and nuns evacuated 
their residences in several cities. 
Martial law was in force in Madrid, 
Seville, Cadiz and Alicante. 
Religious buildings burned included 
eight in Madrid, three in Malaga, nine 
in Alicante and three in Seville, a to­ 
tal of 23 so far, besides numerous oth­ 
ers which were attacked or set afire 
but only damaged. 
In Alicante, after firing seven build­ 
ings earlier, the mob attacked and 
set fire to the Ave Maria convent and 
the Capuchin monastery. 
Firemen 
were trying to extinguish the flames. 
Barcelona after a flare-up yesterday, 
was reported tranquil. 
Disorders also occurred In Malaga 
and Guillena, where serious
